DEBENTURE  CONVERSION  BY-LAW,  1892. 


to  onahJe  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Next 
V'ostminstor  to  recall  and  cancel  Debentures  of 
the.  City  heretofore  issued  in  Currency,  and  to  issue 
in  lien  thereof  Sterliny.Debent ares. 

WHEREAS  it  is  provided  in  section  141  of  the 
“Municipal  Act,  1892,”  that  the  Council  of 
any  Municipality  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  lawful 
holders  of  any  debentures  issued  under  any  Ijy-hiw  of 
such  Municipality  made  before  the  passing  of  the  said 
Act,  recall  and  cancel  such  debentures,  and  issue  and 
deliver  to  such  holder  in  lieu  thereof  other  debentures 
of  the  like  or  equivalent  amount,  but  expressed  and 
payable  in  sterling  money  instead  of  currency,  and 
payable  at  any  place  other  than  that  mentioned  in  the 
debentures  so  recalled,  as  may  he  agreed  upon  ; 

And  whereas  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  has  issued  and  sold  certain  debentures 
authorized  by  law,  which  ilebentures  were  in  currency 
and  payable  in  the  said  City  of  New  Westminster  ; 

And  whereas  the  lawful  holders  of  certain  of  the 
said  debentures  have  requested  and  consented  that 
such  debentures  be  recalled  and  cancelled,  and  that 
other  debentures  in  lien  thereof  be  issued  in  sterling 
money  and  payable  in  London,  England  ;

Iherefore,  the  Municiptil  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  tiic  City  of  Now  Westminster  enacts  as  fol- 
lows ; — I 


any  by-law  made  before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act 
and  to  issue  and  deliver  to  such  person  in  lieu  thereof 
other  debentures  of  the  like  or  equivalent  amount  in 
sterling  money  instead  of  currency,  bearing  the  same 
rate  of  interest  and  payable  at  any  different  place,  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  holder  and  the 
Council  : Provided  that  every  such  new  debenture 
shall  bear  the  same  date  and  be  made  payable  on  the 
like  days  and  times,  both  as  to  principal  and  interest, 
as  the  debenture  for  which  it  is  substituted.  Any 
debenture  issued  under  authority  of  this  by-law  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  bv  the 
Treasurer  of  the  city,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the 
corporate  seal,  and  the  iutcr.st  coupons  attached 
tliereto  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor. 

2.  Every  resolution  of  the  Council  authorizing  the 
recall  and  cancellation  of  debentures  and  the  issue  of 
other  debentures  in  lieu  thereof,  as  provided  in  this 
hy-law,  shall  set  out  the  numbers  of  the  debentures  to 
be  recalled  and  cancelled,  the  title  of  the  hy-law  or 
by-laws  under  which  they  have  been  issued,  the  time 
and  place,  when  and  where  payable,  and  the  name  of 
the  person  who  is  the  lawful" holder  thereof,  and  as 
well  the  amount  of  the  debentures  proposed  to  be 
issued  in  lieu  thereof,  and  the  time  and  place,  when 
and  where,  the  same  are  to  be  made  pavable. 

3.  The  debentures  recalled  under  the  provisions  of 
this  by-law  shall  be  cancelled  and  destroyed  bv  the 
Mayor  in  the  presence  of  the  City  Clerk  and  Treas- 
urer, and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  for

LAXGLKY  MUNK'IPAL  RY-LAW  NO.  7.5. 


I'lititifii  l.n iifilvji  Ilcreiiiif  Iti/-Law. 


\UHEKEAS  it  is  expedient  that  a by-law  be  passed 
for  raising  a tax  on  real  and  personal  property  ; 
Bo  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Langley  as  fol- 


lows ; — 

1.  The  “Langley  Revenue  By-Law,”  No.  70,  is 
hereby  repealed. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  by-law  the 
general  municipal  revenue  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
raised,  levied  and  collect!  d for  the  use  of  the  Corpo- 
ration from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

-S.  There  shall  be  raised,  assessed,  levied  and  col- 
lected in  each  year,  upon  all  the  real  and  personal 
property  mentioned  in  the  Assessment  Roll  for  the 
time  being  in  force  in  the  Municipality,  an  equal  rate 
of  one-third  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof,  as  appears  by  the  said  Roll. 

4.  There  shall  be  also  raised,  levied  and  collected  on 
all  wild  and  unimproved  lands  in  the  Municipality  an 
equal  rate  of  two  and  one-half  (2i)  per  cent,  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof,  as  appeal’s  by  the  said  Roll  ; 
provided  that  wh.  re  u’ild  land  tax  is  levied  the  real 
estate  tax  shall  not  apply. 

5.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Col- 
lector of  the  Municipality,  at  bis  office,  Langley,  on 
the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

6.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  all  persons  paying  their 
taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year 
a rebate  of  one-sixth  (J)  of  the  total  amount.  This 
rebate  shall  not,  however,  apply  to  the  statute  labour 
tax  paid  in  commutation  of  statute  labour. 

7.  Every  person  using  any  of  the  trades,  professions, 
occupations  or  businesses  in  .Schedule  A (hereto 
annexed)  particularly  described,  shall  take  out  a 
periodical  license  for  such  period  as  in  the  .Schedule  A 
is  set  out,  paying  therefor  such  periodical  sums  as  is 
there  specified,  which  said  sums  shall  respectively  be 
paid  in  advance  to  and  for  the  uses  of  the  Corporation 
of  Langley  and  their  successors. 

8.  No  person  shall  within  the  Municipality  of  Lang- 
ley use,  practice,  c.arry  on  or  exercise  any  trade, 
occupation  or  business  in  the  said  .Schedule  A described 
or  named  without  having  taken  out  or  had  granted  to 
him,  her  or  them  a license  in  that  behalf.  The  license 
to  be  gi-anted  as  aforesaid  may  be  in  the  form  in 
Schedule  B to  this  by-law,  and  the  same  are  to  be 
granted  so  as  to  expire  or  terminate  on  the  30th  day 
of  .June  and  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

9.  The  penalties  and  proceedures  for  enforcing  this 
by-law  shall  be  those  contained  hi  sections  106  and  107 
of  the  “ Municipality  Act,  1891.” 

10.  In  the  construction  of  this  by-law,  in  describing 
or  referring  to  any  person  or  party,  matter  or  thing, 
any  word  importing  the  masculine  gender  or  singular 
number  shall  be  understood  to  include,  and  shtul  be 
applicable  to,  several  persons  and  parties  as  well  as 
one  person  and  party,  and  females  as  well  as  males, 
and  bodies  corporate  as  well  as  individuals,  several 
matters  or  things  as  well  as  one  matter  or  thing,  unless 
it  be  otherwise  provided,  or  there  be  something  in  the 
subject  or  context  i-epugnant  to  such  construction.

who  advertises  as  a wholesale  dealer.

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corjioration  of  the  City 
of  Victoria,  bj*  resolution  or  by  by  law,  or  bj*  either 
or  both,  to  grant  sums  of  money  out  of  the  annual 
revenue  from  time  to  time  to  pay  for  erecting,  repair- 
ing, Ipising  or  furnishing  premises,  and  paying  rent 
and  insurance,  ami  maintaining  and  providing  for  a 
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honu‘  for  (lio  aged  and  infirm,  and  for  hiioIi  perHona  aa 
may  l)c  employod  in  tlm  management  and  care  thereof, 
or  who  may  l>o  admitted  thereto,  and  for  mich  otlier 
purpo.ses  as  the  (\>uncil  may  deeidc. 

2.  'I’ho  (’or]K)ration  may,  hy  resolution,  a])point  a 
manager  or  caretaker  for  tln^  home,  and  .such  otlier 
persons  as  may  ho  deemed  necessary,  and  may  fix  and 
pay  their  salaries.

■ ca])able  of  aiding  or  j)roviding  for  his  support. 

!).  It  shall  be  lawful  in  cases  of  emergency  for  the 
Mayor,  or  for  the  standing  committee  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Mayor,  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  Home,  subject  to  the 
conditions  of  sub-section  (c)  of  section  21  of  the 
“ Municipal  Act,  1892.” 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  to  examine  applicants  for  admission  to  the 
Home,  and  report  the  result  of  such  examination  to 
the  Mayor. 

11.  All  orders  for  admission  to  the  Home  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Mayor,  or  other  person  acting  in  that 
ca)iacity  for  the  time  being. 

12.  All  donations  or  bequests  of  money  in  aid  of  the 
erection  of  a home  for  the  aged  and  infirm  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Victoria,  and  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the 
erection  of  the  building  shall  be  deposited  by  him  to 
the  credit  of  a building  fund  in  such  financial  institu- 
tion, and  at  such  rate  of  interest,  as  may  be  approved 
by  resolution  of  the  Council. 

13.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “ The  Poor  House 
By-Law,  1892.”
